APPENDIX 

PREAMBLE 

Swedish Assistance undei the Indo-Swedish Development Co-operation Agreement, 1977, con¬ 
sists of two segments (1) general imports; and (11) imports from Sweden. In the case of Urst seg¬ 
ment, imports can be effected from anywhere in the world on the basis of competitive global tender¬ 
ing but in the case of the second segment, the imports can be effected or services can be ob tamed 
only from Sweden t e., the goods must be manufactured in Sweden. 

IMPORT LICENCE 

1, The import licence will be issued on CIF basis, with an initial validity period of four months 
for contracting and twelve months for completion of shipments as well as payments. All shipment* 
must be completed within a month from the expiry of the licence.

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2 Each import licence will bear a ■superscription, “Indo-Swedish Development Go-operation 
Agreement, 1977 General Imports” or “Indo-Swedish Development Co-operation Agreement, 1977 
Imports from Sweden” as the case may be. The suffixes in the licence code classification number 
will be “R/SW”. These will also repeated in the letter from the Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports forwarding the import licence 

3. Within a fortnight of the receipt of the import licence, the importer should intimate to the 
Department of Economic Affairs (WE -1 Section) the fact of receipt of the import licnece indicating 
the number, date and value of the import licence and likely date by which the contract documents 
would be furnished 

4. The condition regarding contracting shall not be deemed lo have been complied with unless complete con¬ 
tract documents , as proinded in para 31 below t are furnished within the stipulated period offour months 

5. Where this stipulation is not complied with within four months, the import licence will be 
deemed to have become invalid. 

6. The import licence, may, however, be revalidated on an application by the party, alongwith 
the reasons for not complying with the requirement in time. The request for revahdaLion would 
be considered by the licensing authority on merits and the licence will be revalidated for contracting 
for a further period not exceeding four months Any revahdation beyond the period will require the 
prior approval of the Departmtnt of Economic Affairs (WE-I Section) 


CONTRACTING 

7. A contract will normally comprise an Agreement signed by both the parties viz the Indian 
importer and foreign supplier or it may comprise the order placed bv the Indian importer and the 
letter of acceptance thereof in unequivocal terms by the foreign supplier. Orders on Indian Agents 
of the Overseas Suppliers and/or order confirmation by such Indian agents are not acceptable. 

8. A contract comprising a series of correspondence between the two parties frequently amend¬ 
ing/revising the various provisions will not be generally accepted In such cases, it is necessary to 
prepare a final document including therein the terms agreed to by both the parties and signed as such, 

9. Normally, one contract, on the basis of firm prices, has to be entered into with the foreign 
supplier for the whoic amount of the licence. However, if for special reasons, conclusion of more 
than one contract becomes necessary, prior permission of the Department of Economic Affairs sh°uld 
be obtained, giving reasons for doing so. 


TERMS OF CONTRACT 


General 

10, The importers in the private Sectoi, aie required to place the contracts on C.I F, or G & F 
basis They should clearly indicate F O.B price, insurance charges and freight separately. 

Contract must be entered only on C & F basis, by a Government agency or a public sector un¬ 
dertakings 

If any importer desires to enter into a contract on f.o b basis, he should seek prior permission 
of the Department of Economic Affairs, (WE-I Section), Ministry of Finance, New Delhi giving 
reasons for doing so. 

11. If any co mmissi on is to be paid to die In dian agent of the foreign supplier, it will be shown 
separately from the value of the contract. The Indian agents, commission will be paid in Indian 
rupees but will be set off against the total value of the import licence 

12. The value of die contract should be expressed in the currency in which the payment is to 
be made to the foreign supplier. The conversion of these amounts into Rupees shall be made at the 
rate® of exchange notified by the Department of Revenue (Customs) under Section 15 of the Custom 
Act, igt>2 and prevailing on the date of issue of the import licence.

LETTER OF AUTHORITY 

22, II die contract is complete, the documents etc. arc in order, the import liccpcc is valid for 
contracting and is considered eligible for financing under the Indo,Swedish Development Co-pera- 
tiun Agreement, 19771 Ministry of Finance will issue a letter of authority as in Annexurc-ll 

Method of Payments 

23. (1) Payments to the foreign suppliers are arranged through normal banking channels by 
establishing alettcr of ciedit or on collection basis. 
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(11) The Indian importer will establish a letter of credit only after the letter of authority refer¬ 
red to in the preceding paragraph has been issued bv the Ministry of Finance and such letter 
of credit will strictly be in accordance with such letLer of authority. 

(111) The authorised dealers in foreign exchange (Indian bankers) mil rwl provide facilities fer titcbh'h - 
ing a letter of credit to any Indian importer unless a letter oj avthnnty in this ngaid has been recalled by it 
direct from the Ministry of Finance and the Indian bai ki r will provide't c h furihijr 1 11 allow if mil- 
lances only in accordance with the instructions contained m such a lettu of authority. 

24. It will be the responsibility of the foreign hauler wilh whom the lettei of credit has 
been established, to forward the Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit, Ministry of Finance,UCO 
Bank Building, Parliament Street, New Delhi, one set of non-negotiahle invcice«/«l it pirg docu¬ 
ments at the same time as the foreign banker forward Such sets of documents to the Indian 
Banker/whicli opened the letter of credit. It is necessary for ihe Indian L’ankirs to include a 
provision to this effect in the letter of credit to be established by him. Ihe fact, that r ne set of nen- 
negotiable shippmgdocuments ha* been so forwarded will be noted sown hy the foreign hankers 
in the covering letter to the Indian banker The latter (Indian banker) will cheek this point 
in particular before taking further action on the documents. 

25. (1) The Indian importer will, at the time of arranging payments, fill in an ac'dltieral rcpy 
of FormA*, for being sent by their Indian banker direct to the Controller of Aid Acre lints & At dlt 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, FTCO Bank Building, FarliFireit Street, 
New Delhi, under advice to the importer, as scon as the paynent is im'dr, T 1 e letter forward¬ 
ing form A’ as well as Form ‘A’ shall indicate the credit and si gment under which the import 
licence wa* issued 

(ii) Both the Indian importer and Indian banker will ensure that all the requisite informa¬ 
tion is given correctly, fully and in specific terms against the relevant columns. 

(iii) Form‘A’will further bear the signature of the authorised officer of the Indian banker 
and stamped with its official seal. 

Note :—Thele arrangements do not absolve the lirencee of his responsibility to ensure that 
all forms “Ad’ are despatched promptly by his bank to the Ministry of Finance 


Refund*

a full report showing the amounts received, together with relevant particulars, will be sent 10 
the Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit, Ministry of Finance in the form given in Aunt xui e- 111 . 

Reporting of Acual Payment*, etc. bv the Indian Importer* 

27, The Indian importers will invariably report to the Cenlrelhi of Aid Acte nts & Audit, 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs,DC CBank Euildirg, Parliament .Street New 
Delhi as and when actual payment* against individual crntiects are made bv them to lhe)rvet;eas 
suppliers. While reporting the payments, the importer would also indicate briefly the purposes 
to which the equipment imported against each corilrai t fa* l een/is beirg put to Uirse iepcrts 
should be sent to the Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit, Ministty ct Fmfrcr, Drpfrln ent of 
Economic Affairs, UCO Bank Building, Parliament Street, New Delhi within ere week ef the 
actual payment having been made. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

28. The goods imported under the licence shmdcl be used wilh due diligence arcl efficiency. 
For a minimum period offour years from the dale of delivery of the goorls imported under the lice¬ 
nce, the importer shall (1) maintain all the ltlevant lernids necessary to identify such goods and 
their { 11) furnish or cause to be furnished to the Coven ment t f India surh lnfcumatu n as may be 
requested, 1 oncermng the expendituie of the preirerds of the C’irdit and the goods and services 
acquired out such proceeds, and (111) enable repiesentatives of the Govennent of India and the 
Swedi h International Development Authontv tostuilv the use of such goods and srivices it they 
so request 

/i) The Government of India will not undertake any responsibility tor disputes, if anv, which 
may arise between the Indian impurtci and the foreign supphei,

by the Government from tune to time regarding am and all matters arisirg from or prriainmg to 
the inport licence and for meeting all obligations under the credit agreement with the Swedish 
Authorities.
